panics in two nights, the second ac- 
companied by the ..destruction of the 
great exposition budding, have marked 
the congress of the North American 
Skat league in this city, in which over 
1,600 players, have participated.

were 1,500 persons on the floor of the 
great building, when the roof of the 
structure was discovered to be ,on 
fire. 
Ten- minutes later, the great 


dome fell, and within twenty minutes 
from the time the fire was seen first 
the entire roof had fallen in. 


It probably is due to the fact that 


the building has exits which permit it 
to be emptied almost instantly that 
scores did not perish. 
There were 


many injured in the rush 
for 
the 


street. " Four women fainted on the 
floor, but were carried out in safety. 


Brands Start Other Fires. 


While the building which has been 


Milwaukee's big show house for 
a 


quarter of a century was being de- 
stroyed thousands of sightseers gath- 
ered on nearby streets. Four, sections 
of a platform sidewalk gave way, pre- 
cipitating scores into store cellars, but 
none was injured seriously enough to 
require hospital attendance.

The only fields that escaped real dam- 
ape^-were. the/, pastures ..and thes,e'. in 
many localities wore 
badly washed. 


The lightning was intense and a heavy 
hail storm showered down hall stones 
as large as walnuts for several min- 
utes. 
Heavy wind accompanied the 


second storm and in the city several 
trees were partly denuded of branches 
and small sheds on the outskirts were 
blown down. 


Heavy Losses 


The heaviest loss by wind occured 


south of the city on the 
Havlland 


farm. 
Here the wind blew down a 


now stock barn .killing 
three cows 


' and wrecking ,farm. machinery and 


damaging other -cattle. 
A peculiar 


feature of this accident was that the 
new barn stood between an old barn 
and a tobucco shod, neither of which 
were Injured while the stock barn 
was so much of a wreck that farmers 
In the neighborhood were called on to 
help raise the heavy beams and lib- 
erate the cattle which were Impris- 
oned in the ruins. The loss on this 
farm Is estimated 'at eight hundred 
dollars which was covered by torna- 
do insurance. 
On the John Fanning 


farm the roof of the tobacco shed 
was blown off and other damage done 
and Reed's farm a large pig pen , and 
a small house were wrecked.

the cheapest of hides and skins in the 
market, but by a few clever manipu- 
lations tanners make them valuable 
A cowhide is tanned. Then It Is put 
through the splitting machine, which 
machine is so delicately adjustable 
that it-will shave off leather as fine 
as tissue paper. 


For the tanner's practical purposes 


it splits leather Into any weight de- 
sired; a fine kid for a woman's shoe 
a heavier calf weight for boys' anc 
men's shoes, or even heavier stock for 
workingmen's shoes. The light weight 
SBllt is given a vicl kid finish, the 
madlum a velour calf, while the heav- 
iest weight may be grained.

splits may be chrome tanned and 
given a,patent finish, and may be sold 
as patent colt. 
1 A sheep leather, especially cabretta 
stock, Is made Into Imitation of kid 
and large quantities of it are sold as 
such.

Mr. Job tells h6w he visited what is 


perhaps the last large remaining egret 
rookery In North America, 


It should be remembered that these 


plumes—which are variously called by 
milliners' "aigrettes." 
"stubbs" 
or 


"ospreys," and are dyed to whatever 
color is fashionable—are borne only 
during the nuptial season and can be 
secured only by shooting the birds 
when they have assembled in colonies 
to breed, when their usual shyness has 
departed, owing to the strength or the 
parental insitnct. Returning to their 
nests, they are shot down and their 
young are left to starve.

He fur- 
thermore held that if we were deter- 
mined to reach Vladivostok the short- 
est cut was through the Tsushima 
straits, and that route must be chosen. 
He added that there was the. conven- 
ience of Chinese neutral ports close at 
hand.

"On May 27 several small Japanese 


cruisers were sighted near the en- 
trance to the straits. Admiral Rojest- 
vensky was convinced that his theory 
had proved correct, and he accord- 
ingly entered the waters of Tsushima 
straits, thinking that, as he passed, he 
would sink some of the enemy's cruis- 
ers. 


"At this time he hoisted his one sig- 


nal of battle: 'We must have not only 
a triumphant entry into Vladivostok, 
but must sink part 'of the Japanese 
fleet on the way.' 


"When the battle was only half 


over each Russian warship was fol-
